York. After Uxiking it over care¬ 
fully our feeling is one of di-gust 
|and abhorrence. For the mission 
i is "fiddling while K..me is burn¬ 
ing” in a more fearful way than 
! Nero ever dreamed of. New York 
city i- full of homeless, (h -pairing. 
degenerating men. Xml what is 
the particular philanthropy skiing? 
I' it sheltering these men to the 
best of its ability and fearlessly- 
seeking the cause of their luuiu-- 
Irs.mcss and their degeneration? 
Not at all. Tojs.im out the cause 
would he to offend just tin- class 
that supports the "philanthropy.” 
XVhat would Te"U' do were he to 
come among the Itnwerv Mission 
“saviors of men?" Would he keep 
hi' peace against the "generation of 
vipers" and provide hungry, f' r- 
jlorn. exhausted men with eliair- to 
sleep sitting up on through the 
night—torture of tortures!—first 
filling them up with grave at the 
hands of preachers and psalm sing¬ 
ers ! Here’s our guess: He would 
order the preaches and psalm-sing¬ 
ers to he-tir' themselves looking 
after the physical wants and com¬ 
forts of the unfortunates they were 
trying to minister to and rebuke 
them for singing ill the presence of 
want and hungry stomachs! These 
preachers and singers go nightly 
to the mission to tell the victims 
of a roblier economic system how 
much they love them—-spiritually. 
Then they go away to comfortable 
homes glowing over their “hu¬ 
manity." What would these very- 
same philanthropists think if a lot 
of half-drowned, halt-frozen, half- 
crazed rescued shipwrecked peo¬ 
ple were to he kept on a bleak and 
wind-swept icy shore while the life 
savers pumped on a mrlndiaii and 
sang them two hours of psalms— 
and making no further provisions 
for them! The fact is, this kind 
of philanthropy is never disinter¬ 
ested. There’s always an ulterior 
motive; which would not be so had 
were it not that it seems to lie al¬ 
ways the man already crushed by- 
capitalism. tlic man economically 
done up, who is set upon for mis¬ 
sion purposes. 

The “Bowery Mission" in New 
York city also maintains a “bread¬ 
line" — in the night! Charity is 
kind, you know. The bread is 
given out between I and 3 o'clock 
at night, and the famished humans 
begin to get in line long before 
midnight and stand shivering, wait¬ 
ing their turn, if their turn comes 
before tile supply is exhausted. 
The mission say s it serves 2.000 a 
night and tliat as many of this 
2.000 as the hall will hold arc al¬ 
lowed to sit out the rest of the 
night on its chairs. And yet New 
York is rich enough to build 
buildings or barrack* to protect 
these homeless men, if it only- 
cared to. And the people back of 
this mission, if they cared to feend 
their energies that way, could raise 
such an uproar with the actual facts 
that New York, wealth-corrupted 
as it is. would in very shame make 
provision for these thousands of 
tlic human family who are in dis¬ 
tress within its gates. But tlte 
mission is more intent on it' 
psalms than on true Christianity, it 
seems. It would rather give, its 
dole to the “hungry thousands who 
tramp the frozen streets at night 
without food or a bed whereon to 
heads!”

Unman life depends upon food, 
clothing and shelter. Only when 
these are assured are freedom, ail- 
turr and higher human development 
possible. To produce food.'cloth¬ 
ing and shelter, land and machinery 
are needed. I aim! by itself does not 
satisfy human needs. 1 Inman lalmr 
gets raW materials and food out of 
the soil by creating machinery and 
using it tt|xin the land. Whoever 
has control of land and machinery 
has control of human labor, and 
with it of human life and liberty. 

Today the machinery and the 
land used for industrial purjKWcS 
arc owned by a rapidly decreasing 
minority. So long as machinery is 
simple and easily handled by one 
man, it does not make its owners so 
|>owerfnl that they can dominate 
ihc sources of life of others. Hut 
when machinery becomes more and 
more complex anil expensive, and 
requires fot its effective operation 
the organized effort of many 
workers, it« influence reaches over 
wider and wider circles of life. 
The owners of such machinery be¬ 
come tlie dominant class. 

The Mauei in Subjection. 

In proportion as the number of 
such maclunc owners compared (o 
all other classes decreases, their 
power in the nation and in tile- 
world increases. They bring ever 
larger masses of working people 
tinder their control, reducing them 
to the point where muscle and brain 
are their only productive property. 
Millions of formerly self-employing 
workers thus lieeome the helpless 
wage slaves of the industrial mas¬ 
ters. 

The more the economic power of 
the ruling class grows, the less use¬ 
ful does it become in the life of the 
nation. The overwhelming bulk of 
the useful work of the nation falls 
ujion the shoulders of the classes 
that either have no other productive 
property but their manual and men¬ 
tal labor power—the wage workers 
—or that have but little land and 
little effective machinery outside of 
their labor power—the small trad¬ 
ers and small fanners. Tbe ruling 
Blinoritv is steadily becoming use¬ 
less and parasitic. 

A bitter struggle over the divi¬ 
sion of the products of labor is 
waged between the exploiting prop¬ 
ertied classes on the one hand and 
tbe exploited, propertylrs.- class on 
the other. In this struggle the wage 
working class cannot expect ade¬ 
quate relief from any refonn of the 
present order or from the domi¬ 
nant class of society. 

The wage workers are therefore 
the most determined and irrecon¬ 
cilable antagonists "of the ntling 
class.

fercnce to the Douglas controversy, 
we issue this brief and ac¬ 
curate statement of facts: 

In January. 1908. the Douglas 
Company transferred 25 cases (600 
pairs) per day of S3.50 shoes from 
their No. 1 to their No. 2 factory 
and expressed their willingness to 
accept inferior work, for which 
they would pay the same wages a- 
paid on their $3.00 shoes. 

In June. 1908. they had increased 
the $3.50 shoes so transferred to 
1800 pairs per day. These sIkics 
were then transferred bark to tlie 
original No. 1 factory, at which 
time tlir wages on their entire $3.50 
product, amounting to between 
I1.000 and 7,000 pairs per day, were 
placed under this No. 2 or reduced 
scale of wages, thus establishing a 
condition wherein no transfer had 
taken place, which justifies us m the 
conclusion that the transfer of 
slioes was for the purpose of secur¬ 
ing a reduced labor cost, contrary 
to the arbitration method in vogue 
between the Douglas Company and 
the Boot and Shoe Workers' Union 
for the previous nine years. 

We contended that this method 
of securing reduced wages was in¬ 
consistent with collective bargain¬ 
ing and we assert, contrary to our 
arbitration contract with the com- 
|»ny. The company, sustained by 
the Massachusetts State Board of 
Arbitration, both in their right to 
transfer and to pay a lower labor 
cost, we exercised our legal and 
moral right to discontinue the arbi¬ 
tration contract at its expiration 
Nov. 1st, 1908. We have complied 
with all the decisions of the State 
Board of Arbitration ami all our 
obligations under the contract with 
out a stoppage of work in any de¬ 
partment during ten months of dis¬ 
agreement as to the right of the 
company to transfer and to impose 
a new scale of wages without the 
consent of the Union. 

Hereafter the Douglas shoes will 
not bear the Union Stamp of the 
Boot & Shoe Workers' Union. 
Please bear in mind that no shoe is 
Union made unless it bears a plain 
and distinct impression of the
